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James Tucker Empties Rc- 

volvcr.at Ffank Clark and 

Takes to Fields 



SHERIFF MAKES CAPTURE 



Shoots at His Employer Without Hitting 

Him and Threatens His Pursuers With 

Death Should They Follow 



James Tucker, Q farm hand employ- 
ed on the farm of Frank Clark, a little 
over a mile west of Wndaworth, was 
arrested by Sheriff Green and two 
deputies Sunday night after he had 
fired several shots at his employer and 
had terrorized the whole neighborhood. 
This Is not the first time Tucker has 
been In trouble and the authorities say 
that he is a "pretty touRh character." 

It seems that Sunday, Tucker had 
borrowed his employer's harness to go 
out driving and had imbibed rather, 
freely of liquor, shortly before nine 
o'clock while he and Clark were 
standing In the bam yard, he again asked 
the privilege of using the harness, but 
this time he was refused. Clark tell- 
ing him that he had used it enough for 
, one day. The words were hardly spok- 
en before Tucker whipped ont a revol- 
ver and leveling it point-blank at Clarks 
head pulled the trigger. His aim was 
bad, however, and the bullet whistled 
past Clark's head. The latter, realiz- 
ing bis danger, made a break for cover. 
According to Tucker's own statement, 
he fired four more shots ,at the fleeiripr 
man. 

It didn't take long for the entire 
neighborhood to be aroused. Tucker 
in loud tones announced he was going 
to "clean-up the whole Clarke family." 
They left the house precipitately and 
, found refuge with the neighbors. 

Tucker took to the fields and in loud 
tones announced that he would shoot 
the firat^man who entered the fields to 
capture him. Scores of farmers living 
in the neighborhood turned out^ how- 
ever, aroused by the sound of the 
shots. They did not, however, care to 
see if Tucker would carry out hia 
threat so they kept under cover, the 
majority of them lying in the grass be- 
side the fanc« where they could watch 
him and see that he did not make his 
escape. * 

In the mean time, Sheriff Green at 
Waukegan had been notified and secur- 
ing his son William and former Sheriff 
Griffith as deputies, leaped into his 
automobile and started for Wadaworth. 
When about a mile away they left the 
machine so that they would not attract 
attention and made their way on foot. 
All along the road they found men 
skulking beside the roadside keeping a 
watch upon Tucker's movemen^ts. 

The sheriff and his deputies made a 
search for the felUow in the fied but 
were unable to locate him. They 
doubled back on their tracks and were 
informed that while^ they had been in 
the field that Tucker had passed on the 
road going to Clark's house. They had 
feared to make an attempt to stop him 
because he was still armed. 

Some little distance from the house 
the officers saw Tucker standing on the 
doorstep as if he was about to enter 
the house. He was clearly silhouetted 
by the rays of the lantern which was 
standing upon the ground nearby. 
Creeping along quietly being careful 
not to make a sound, the officers stole 
upon Tucker. When about a few feet 
away the sheriff made a leap, throwing 
his tarms around Tucker pinning his 
arms to his side. ^The deputies came 
up but a second later each grasping one 
of the man's arms. As soon as' he re- 
^cognized the sherlf? he ceased his strug 
gles and submitted to arrest. Ho was 
brought to Waukegan In the automo- 
i)lle and lodged in the county jail. 

Upon another occasion, just about a 
year ago he got Into a serious alterca- 
tion with Matt Meyers of Wadaworth 
and according to witnesses, attempted 
to shoot the latter with a shotgun. In 
the scrimmage ;the gun was discharged 
and the charge took effect in Tucker's 
abdomen. For aeveral.days he hovered 

■ between life and death and it was be- 
lieved be could not live. He regained 

■■ his health however and *hia physical 
' 'condition la now til right. 



TO BUILD INEW BRIDGE 

Authorization of New Road at Libcrtyvllle 
Mokes Bridge a Necessity 

The special supDrvisora' committee, 
consisting of Messrs. Chittenden of 
Gurnee, King of Lake Forest and 
Pettis, of West Deerfield, on Monday 
visited Libertyville and took formal 
action to authorize the construction of 
a new highway leading into Liberty- 
ville. This Is the highway which for 
five years has been before the people 
and officials of the town and the entire 
town Is much concerned as its construc- 
tion means an expenditure of about 
S10,000 which officials declare will take 
ail of the town's road tax for the next 
two years and thus detract from other 
improvements. 

The new road Is about one and one- 
half miles long and cross the river 
north of the St. Paul tracks, straight 
east to St, Mary's road and enters Lib- 
ertyville at Second street under Gallo- 
way's viaduct. 

The improvement culls for the con- 
struction of anew brid;re across the 
river which will cost of itself about 
$5,000. The village of Libertyville will 
take care of that portion in the village 
limits. 

The town commiasioners, E. L. Davis, 
Di Fred Suydam and John Limberry 
turned down the petition of Messrs. 
John Woolridge and 0. D. Haven and 
the latter appealed to a justice in -West 
Deerfield, who under the law, named 
the special supervisors' committee to 
consider the matter hence the visit to 
Libertyville Monday of the committee. 
Sentiment is divided in Libertyville as 
to the need of the road. Many claim 
it benefits but three pieces of property, 
principally the Haven and Woolbridge 
tract It is understood that the Gallo- 
way property to be taken alone will 
cost 31,000. The road wiU be sixty 
feet wide. 

The only recourse of those who op- 
pose the project would be to have the 
commissioners who three times have 
refused to order the improvement, ap- 
peal the case. It is notinown whether 
this will be dune, 

SEVEN HAVE CLOSE CALL 

Seven Persons in o Motor Boat Narowiy 
Escaped Being Drown In Fox Lake 

Seven persons on bdard the motor 
boat Ila, owned by Frank Pease, 4460 
North 42d couift, Chicago, a building 
contractor, narrowly escaped being 
drowned when the craft became un- 
manageable in the current under the 
bridge between Fox lake and Pistakee 
bay early Monday. 

The . boat crdshed into the bridge, 
throwing the occupants into the water. 
All with the exception of Ila Pease, 
daughter of -the owner, managed to 
cling to the span until they were rescu- 
ed. Ila' who is regarded by her friends 
as a good swimmer struck out for the 
shore and swam to safety. The boat 
sank. 

That the number "seven", plays with 
boating on the lake is the belief of re- 
sorters there,' for it is recalled that 
seven persons went down to death in 
"the tragedy of several days ago on Fox 
lake when a motor boat overcrowded, 
sank while crossing the lake. Seven 
persons were in that boat and seven 
persona were in the boat which had the 
accident Monday last. 



WEATHER CONDITIONS 
NOW AND IN 1 888 ^ 
ARE VERY SIMILAR 

A great many people will be interest- 
ed in the fact the year 1912 is virtually 
a repeat of 1838. This is demonstrat- 
ed emphatically in the monthly meteo- 
rological summary issued by the weath- 
er bureau at Chicago. The weather 
chart published in this circle for the 
past forty-two years gives the mean 
temperature for July 1888 as 78 degrees 
Fahrenhit The chart for July 1912 
gives exactly the same. The precipit- 
ation for July 1888 IS' 3.93 inches and 
for Julyl912 is 3.86 inches. . 
. A great many have thought that July 
this year was what might be called a 
wet month. Looking back, however 
it is found July 1890 had G.66 inches of 
rain; while going back still farther in 
1889, 9.66 inches of rain fell. The dry- 
est July in the last forty-one years was 
in 1874,. with a precipitation of .58 inch. 
July as a wliole seemed to be a pretty 
cold month, but In 1891 we find a moan 
temperature of 67 degrees which is six 
degrees colder on the average for the 
same month than this year. 

In other words ^ the seasons are not 
changing as a great many believe, but 
duripg various periods they repeat 
themselves^ ' ■

Pure Milk Ordinance Passed 

Chicago Council by Vote 

of 49 to 9 



BIG INTERESTS ARE HELPED 



opposition Members Charge Pasteuriza< 

tion Companies Will Soon Control 

the Market 



By a vote of 49 to 9 the pure milk or- 
dinance was passed by the Chicago 
council Wednesday. The measure will 
go in effect Aug. 24, 1912. 

The result of this ordinance. It Is 
claimed by Alderman Utpatel and Hey 
leaders of the opposition, will be a milk 
famine within two years. They also 
declare that there will be a gradual de- 
crease in clean raw milk when subject- 
ed to the ''inspection*' clause of the 
ordinance, until the milk situation of 
Chicago will be controlled by pasteuriz- 
ation companies and only pasteurized 
milk sold. It was also declared that 
the price of mjjk will soar so rapidly 
that by this time next year the price 
will be far beyond the reach of the 
poor families. 

Alderman Hey declared that the pas- 
sage of the milk ordinance would event- 
ually mean the control of the milk situ- 
ation in Chicago by the Milk Products 
company. He also intimated that the 
majority of the city council was playing 
into the hands of the stockholders of 
this company when they gave their 
support to the measure. 

The ordinance provides that: 
'^ Clean raw milk, which has been In- 
spected by the health commissioner, 
may.be sold in Chicago. 

Alderman of the opposition take the 
position that this ordinance gives too 
much power to the office of health com- 
missioner. According to the ordinance, 
it is claimed that the he iith commiss- 
ioner can, on his own word, can declare 
raw milk as unclean, can decide which 
milk companies are pasteurizing their 
milk properly and can designate the 
method of pasteurizing such milk as 
well as favor a particular process 
machine to be used. 

The clause giving the health commis- 
sioner such unlimited power is pointed 
out as the following: 

'*It shall be unlawful for any person, 
firm or corporation operating such a 
pasteurizer or pasteuriaing plant to re- 
ceive milk or cream from any farm 
which has not been Inspected and pass- 
ed bv the commissioner of health. In 
caseofdespute in regard to tests made 
of such pasteurizer or pasteurizing 
equipment or In regard to ihe temper-, 
ature to which the milk shall be heated, 
the person, firm or corporation making 
application to operate a pasteurator, 
may make application to the health 
commisslouor." 

It was also held by the opposition 
that the orldlnance would result in the 
exclusive sale of pasteured milk in Chi- 
cago. It was declared that the ordin- 
ance providing for pasteurized milk 
when clean raw niilk could not bo ob- 
tained virtually meant a gradual de- 
crease In clean raw milk until the sit- 
uation would be entirely controlled by 
the big interest manufacturing pasteur- 
ized milk. 

Aldmen UtpiUal declared that the 
price of pure milk would advance far 
beyond the reach of tho poor of Chicago 
and predicted a milk famine within the 
next two years. . 

Another portion of the ordinance, 
placing additional power in the hands of 
the heath cqmmissioner, reads: 

"Any person, firm or corporation 
producting and selling, or producting 
and offering for sale or for delivery in 
the city ,of Chicango, or any person, 
firm or corporation engaged in the l^t- 
tling, or receiving and handling of such 
milk, cream, skim milk or butter- 
milk shall make a written application to 
the commissioner of heath, stating, the 
name and residence of the applicant 
and. the location and description of the 
premises where such ^llk is to be pro- 
ducted, bottled or handled."

BRAKEMAN_LOSES LIFE 

Meets Death Under Wheels of Norlhwcstcrn 
at Gumec Sunday Night 

Sunday night a brakeman named 
Mahoney, employed on the Northwest- 
ern train No, 187, on the new division 
running west of Waukegan fell from 
a freight car as he was descending and 
was crushed under the wheels. His 
body was brought to Larson & Conrad 
morgue. 

Three tramps are said to have been 
in an empty coal car into which Ma- 
honey was descending from the taller 
box car. These men were taken In 
hand bv the crew when they were held 
pending Investigation. They were tak- 
en to the county Jail. 

That the officials suspect the tramps 
with having something to do with the 
accident is evident or they would not 
have been locked up. The theory of 
men employed on the train is that pos- 
sibly Mahoney seeing the meo in the 
coal car, started towards them or order 
them to alight and that they either 
shoved him off th^ ladder as he was 
descending or that they had a tussle 
with him and threw him out of the car, 
thereby allowing him to fall beneath 
the wheels. - 

The tramps Insist the brakeman fell 
as he was descending, explaining that 
he evidently lost his hold. They insist 
that they had no trouble with him, 
adding further that they did not see 
him until he was just about to foil. 

The tramps were held by the train 
crew pending the arrival of Sheriff 
Green who was called to aj-rest the 
men and bring them to jail.

Thlrty-3Ix Soldiers and More Than 

Twenty PaoBcngera Slaughtered 

In Canyon Near Mexico City 

by Rebel Party. 

Mexico City, Aug. 11.— Thlrty-sIx 
BoldlorB and more than twenty pnaBcn- 
gora wore slaughtered by Zapatlataa 
In a canyon one kilometer north of 
Tlcuman, 110 miles Bouthcast of Mex- 
Ic City Sunday, when a pasHongor 
train south-bound from thla city was 
attacked from ambush. - So far aa 
known only a part of the train crow 
escaped. 

Tho news of the massacre was sent 
to Mexico City by the conductor and 
Marino Domlnguez, who, although 
wounded, managed to mako their 
way to Yautepec, twelve miles away. 
They were forced to steal through the 
Zapatista Unea and did not arrive at 
the telegraph station until Monday 
afternoon. 

After a murderous rldo Are had 
ceased the rebels swVrmed down tho 
hlllBldo and set fire to tho throo cars 
composing tho train. A few of tha 
wounded had crawled out onto tho 
right of way. thus escaping the fate 
cJ those unable to leave tho cars, who 
were burned. 

According to reports the leader of 
the rebels made absolutely no effort 
to restrain his men from acts of bru- 
tality greater than any that has yet 
marked th^ campaign In the south. 
The wounded, pleading for their lives, 
were struck down without pity, and 
even looting was held In abeyance 
until tho slaughter was completed. 

Not satlsQed with robbing their vic- 
tims In an ordinary manner, tho 
fingers of men and women were 
chopped off with machetes, that 
rings they wore might be more quick- 
ly obtained. Ornaments wore torn 
from ears of women and their bodies 
were otherwise mutilated.

L BILL PASSED 



SENATE ADOPTS PANAMA MEAS- 
URE BY 47 TO 15" AFTER 
LONG DEBATE. 



RAILROAD-OWNED SHIPS HIT 



Opponents of Free Toll for American 
Coastwise VcBsels Are Again De- 
feated as Bill Is Forced Through 
on Final Roll Call. 



Washington, Aug. 12.— Providing 
free passage to American ships, pro- 
hibiting railroad-owned vessels from 
using tho waterway and authorizing 
the establishment of a one-man gov- 
ernment when tho canal la completed, 
tho Panama canal administration 
bill was passed by the senate Friday 
night by a vote of 47 to 15. Tho pro- 
vision for free tolls, which was fought 
out in the senate Wednesday, was in- 
dorsed again Just beforo tho passage 
of the measure. 

By a veto of 49 to 18 an amend- 
ment, offered by Senator Smith of 
Georgia, was adopted, limited the 
house provision against railroad own- 
ership of boat linos to those operated 
through the canal. 

The most Important amendment 
was offered by Senator Ilecd of Mis- 
Bouri. Thla was carried by a vote of 
35 to 28. It forbids any ship to go 
through tho canal which is owned 
directly or Indirectly by any com- 
pany or corporations in violation of 
the anti-trust act. 

An amendment offered by Senator 
Bourne was also adopted by a vote 
of 36 to 25, which gives absolute con- 
trol to the Interstate commerco com- 
mission over companies not running a 
bUBlncss through tho Panama canal, 
If they own directly or indirectly any 
water line of transportation. 

It gives tho commlsBlon authority 
either to compel such corporation to 
.dispose of their holdings or else to 
bring It under whatever consideration 
tho interstate commerce commission 
may decide upon. 

The bill carries with It, of course, 
the measure providing for free tolls 
for American ships, contrary to the 
protest of Great Britain. Tho free 
toil amendment was carried by the 
senate by a conclusive majority.

Haitian Executive's Family Escapes 

Death In Fire That Wrecked 

Palace. 

Port au Prince, Haiti, Aug. 10. — 
Pour hundred persons were killed or 
injured Thursday in an explosion and 
fire that destroyed tho palace. Gen- 
eral CIncinnatus Lecontc, president 
of tho republic, who with his family, 
were sleeping in tho palace at the 
time, was among thoso 'Who. perished. 
His family escaped. 

The ilro was caused by an explosion 
of the powder magazine attached to 
tho building. 

Lecontc had held his oflico only a 
year or two. Ho was leader of the 
victorious faction in a revolutionary 
movement, ono of tho periodical strug- 
gles for control of the governracnL 

The exploBlon occurred at '3:15 
o'clock in the morning from an un- 
explained cause, and the shock shat- 
tered tho palace. Fire followed quick- 
ly and tho building, a wooden struc- 
ture, was consumed within half an 
hour. 

All tho houses around tho palace 
were greatly damaged by the explo- 
sion, but aa tho palace itself was iso- 
lated tho flremon succeeded in their 
efforts to localize the flro. . 

The military authorities are main- 
taining order in the town. Both the 
chamber and tho senate have been 
called together In national assembly.

Shar-Kol was 
demolished and two nearby villages 
wero engulfed. Adrlanoplo Buffered 
llttlo damage, but Tchorlu was partly 
wrecked by tho earthquake. 

Tho center of the disturbance ap- 
pears to have boon in the region of 
the Dardanelles. 

The majority of tho houses In GalU- 
poll are In ruins and the people are 
camping in tho fields. Tchnnak- 
Kalcssl is in an equally bad plight, 
but tho losa of life In these to^vns la 
small, although tho Injured are many. 

Warships anchored In tho Darda- 
nelles felt the shock severely. U was 
first attributed to Italian torpedo 
boats. The captain of the American 
steamer Virginia reports that tho 
llghthouBo at Ganos-Hora, In the Sea 
of Marmora, has disappeared and that 
the villages in tho surrounding counv 
try aro in llamoB. 

Tho city of Tchorlu has a population 
of 10.000 and lies 44 miles northeast 
of Gallipoll. It was wrecked.

MASSACRES 210 MEXICANS 



Slaughter Begun In Jail— Secretary 

of Interior Promises Punishment 

for AM Who Took Hand. 

City of Mexico, Aug. 13.— Two hun- 
dred and ten residents of the little 
town of Vuruandlro, MIchoacan, at 
least half of whom were boys, wero 
slaughtered at the behest of the Jefe 
politico In June, occordlng to a stop 
brought to tho City of Mexico Sun- 
day by a commission which called 
upon tho minister of tlie Interior ask- 
ing for guarantocB. 

Members of tho commission de- 
clared the Jefe politico caused to be 
posted on the gate of tho town cemo- 
tery a list of th*o dead, which was 
added to from time to time. 

Tho sacrifice 'was the price exacted 
by the Jefe politico for the sacking 
of tho town which hod occurred sev- 
eral weeks before by rebels. 

The Jefe politico was powerless to 
resist tho attack and. In retaliation, 
ordered the slaughter, professing to 
believe that In killing tho people he 
was punishing tho rebels. 

Tho butchery began in the Jail, 
whore all tho prisoners were killed 
by the gtards. Then citizens were 
butchered. Tho people became so ter* 
ror-strlckeh they refused to dlBcusa 
it, and for this reason ft was not 
colled to tho attention of the federal 
authorities until now. 

Tho mlnlBtcr of the interior de- 
clared the "Blaughter the most atro- 
cious in tho history of the republic, 
and those responsible for it will bo 
severely punished."

Chicago.— In lie drat national con- 
Tontlon, hold In Chicago, tho ProgroB- 
■Ivo party placed tho above ticket In 
tho field, , and then, after olnglng tho 
Doxology. wont out to battle, deter- 
mined to carry tho fight Into every 
.comor of tho country. 

It was llko no other national con- 
tention over hold. Hajipy, hopeful, 
Ught-hoartod, and none tho Icaa de- 
termined, tho delegates gathorod In 
tho Coliseum displayed a contlnuoua 
enthusiasm that was not dismissed by 
the almost utter lack of anything re* 
aembllng a contest Most of them 
•were tyros at the political convention 
game, and often showed It, but thoy 
laughed at each other and at them- 



the time spent In tho CollBonm. First 
•was tho speech of Albert J. Bcvorltlgo 
OB tempdrary chairman, delivered on 
Monday. Next tiny waa tho colonel's, 
and Mr. noosovolt nddrosscd nn audi- 
ence that flllod tho Iramcnso hall and 
told them plainly Juat where ho stood 
on every 'Important Issuo. For the 
third day were reserved tho nominat- 
ing nnd seconding Bpeochos, and thnso 
wore Bupplomcntcd by short, snappy 
Bpoochofl of nccoptanco by tho two 
candidates. 

Between Bpoochcs nnd nt every other 
available time tho delegates sang and 
the banda nnd drum corps played. 
Tho songs woro mostly tho familiar 
patriotic conga, sometimes parodied to 
fit present conditions. Tho fife nnd 
drum corps, made up of Civil war 
vctornns, was an enlivening feature, 
nnd when It grouped Itself behind 
Colonel Roosevelt on tho platform, 
where ho stood grasping tho hands of 
a Union nnd a Confederate veteran, 
and played "Dixie," tho wild cheers 
from northern and southern delega- 
tions alike Bcomod to show that tho 
new party knows no sectional line and 
no bitter memories. 

Features of tho Platform. 

If It 1b ndml'ttcd that tho Progres- 
sive party Is sincere In Its declaration, 
It certainly has started out on a cam* 
paign for tho amelioration of tho con- 
dition of the people. The humanitarian 
fontures of tho platform nro oaally tho 
most numerous and the most striking. 
As Glfford PInchot snld, tho battlo to 
bo waged Is more economic than po- 
litical, and more moral than economic. 
Tho resolutions include many projects 
ed measures designed to better tho 
living conditions of tho wngo earner 
and tho farmer, and tho tariff plank, 
while declaring for n protective tariff, 
declared also thot It must be so con- 
structed that a fair share of Its bene- 
fits would bo received by the work- 
man and tho consumer. The Initiative, 
referendum and recall, and the recall 
of Judicial decisions, as explained for- 
merly by Colonel Roosevelt, were In- 
dorsed. 

In matters more purely political the 
platform declared for national presi- 
dential prImarleH, popular election of 
senators nnd publicity of campaign 
funds. As has been said. It pro- 
nounced flatly In favor of equal suf- 
frago for both sexeft. 

Story of the 8es|lont. 

To Senator Dixon of Montana, as 
provisional chairman, fell the duty of 
starting things off Monday noon. Ho 
Bpoke briefly and forcibly and then In- 
troduced former Senator Beverldge of 
Indiana as tho temporary chairman: 
Mr. Beverldge, who had Just been 
nominated for governor by the Pro- 



delegates Bont a committer to Invite 
Colonel RooBovclt to address tho con- 
vention Tuesday, and adjourned for 
tho day. Tho colonel had arrived dur- 
ing the morning nnd had been given 
a great ovation by the people. 
Colonel Roosevelt's Speech. 

When the time for opening the pro- 
ceedings camo Tuesday Chairman 
Beverldge with dlfflculty Btopi>ed the 
gay singing of the delegates and rend 
to them tho following telegram from 
Col. William R. Nelson, publisher or 
the Kansas City Star: 

"Lord, how I wish Iworo with you. 
What a groat day, the launching of a 
party of- Imagination, hope nnd pros- 
pects. We can afford to give the oUier 
followa their memories nnd disappoint- 
ments. The past has no Interests for 
us, Tho future Is our fruit. Olve 
Colonel Rooaovclt my love. I ndfer 
have missed a chanco to place a bet

selves and went ahead with their busi- 
ness' unabashed. They romlnded one 
of a bunch of boys who hod- armed 
themselves and started out to bunt In- 
dians, fully expecting to meet tho 
peaky redskins around tho corner, but 
absolutely unafraid and fully deter* 
mined to exterminate the foe. 
Women Prominent In Convention. 
Then, too, In no preylouB convention 
have tho women had bo prominent a 
part. They sat as delbgates In many 
of tho state flections, they swarmed In 
the galleries, and one of them, Jaho 
Addams of Chicago, introduced aa the 
groatest and beet loved woman in 
America, had the honor of seconding 
the nomination of- Colonor Roosevelt 
AU tills was but natural, for the cot- 
onel had'.declated himself In favor of 
equal suffrage, and tho platform con- 
tained a plank, giving unqualiflod ap- 
proval to "votes for women." 

Especially marked was tho deeply 
TollglouB feeling that pervaded tho 
convention. This flret manifested it- 
self on tho opening day, when, in tho 
midst, of a noisy demonstration, the 
liand began to play "Onward. Christian 
i Soldier." At once the entire body of 
'delegates took up tho songr solemnly, 
• with no partlclo of levity, and stirring 
.words and stately muslo of the hymn 
iTollod up to the rafters. 
' Music shared with oratory most of 



gressivos of Indiana, waa given a 
hearty, noisy greeting, and he deliv- 
ered a "keynote" address that was all 
hie friends expected. He set forth 
oloquently, from the Progressive point 
of view, the need of the new party 
and Its alms and ambitiona, and his 
strong climaxes never failed to meeti 
with the responsive enthusiasm of his 
hearers. Ho attacked the doings of 
tho professional politicians, and a 
man in the gallery cried Toh— I with 
the politicians,'^ which sentiment was 
loudly applauded. He scored the at- 
tempts to diasoivo the Standard OM 
and. Tobacco trusts, and was cheered. 
In stating the position of tho new 
party in regard to business ho caught 
the fancy of the audience by shout- 
ing: "Wo wont to pass prosperity 
around!" Next day great banners 
bearing the words "Pass Prosperity 
Around" wore hung from the gal- 
lories. 

When Mr. Beverldge concluded the 
delegates song "Tho Battle Hymn of 
tho Republic," and^ tWan the other 
temporary ofilcera wore ■ announced. 
These Included tho following: General 
secretary, p. K. Davis; chief asslstaht 
secretary, Wilson 'Brooks; sergeant- 
at^arms, Col. Chauncey Dewey. 

After adopting a rule barring con- 
tested delegates from voting on any 
question bofoh) the conveotlon, the 



on him and never have lost when 
there was a square deal.

My congratulations to everybody." 

More songs, and then come tho 
colonel. As he stepped briskly lo tho 
front of the platform the din was 
deafening. Every man and women In 
tho hall was standing on a chair, and 
the air waa full of waving bandannas 
and flags. The band blared; the 
drum corps, standing back of Mr. 
Roosevelt, played as hard as It could; 
the delegations soon started marching 
about tho hall, carrying their state 
standards and many emblems. 
Through tho tumult could be heard 
the bull moose call. Miss Jane Ad- 
dams, one of tho Illinois delegates, 
was boosted upon the platform, and 
after her came other women dele- 
gates, who were seated on the otage. 

When the demonstration had lasted 
about forty-five minutes tho audlenoo 
recognized Mrs. Roosevelt in the bal- 
cony over the main Entrance and di- 
rected the cheering toword her until 
she rose and waved a bandanna in 
response. She and the colonel ex- 
changed greetings across the throng, 
finally, after nearly one hour, the 
tumult died down gradually and Colo- 
nel Roosevelt was permitted to de- 
liver his address. It was a frank 
and full statement of his political and 
economic creed and was well received. 
Near Us close he was interrogated 
oa to hla position on tho question of 
negro representation In southern dele- 
gations, and he matle a lengthy ex- 
planation which seemed to suit the 
convention and which afterward waa 
approved by a'asembled negroes. 

Colonel Roosevelt having concluded, 
W. Frank Knox of Michigan took the 
platform and, as chairman, presented 
the report of tho credentials commit- 
tee. »The report harred every negro 
delegate who had contested a seat 
In the convention. 

Doings of tho Closing Day. 
It was nearly noon, on Wednesday 
when the convention came to order, 
and there wob a lot of work to accom- 
plish. First tho temporary organiza- 
tion was made permanent, and then. 
Medlll McCormIck presented the re- 
port of tho committee on rules. ThlB 
gave tho name of Progressive party 
to the new party, with the provision, 
added later, that In states where it 
was necessary to operate under an- 
other name, the party there should be 
recognized as an integral part of the 
national party. Various clauses de- 
signed to do away with conditions 
that had been causes of complaint In 
the old parties were adopted with 
cheers, 

William H. Hotchklss, chairman of 
the New York organization, told the 
convention of the work ..being done 
by the Progressives In his statOi and 
of their prospects, and then a recess 
was taken. An hour and a half later 
tho delegates returned from the lunch 
counters and more rules wore adopted. 
Chief of these was ono empowering 
the national executive committee to 
appoint four women as members at 
largo of the national committee. 
Prendergast Names Roosevelt 

"The secretary will now call the roll 
of. states for nominations for preal- 
dent," said the chairman. 

"Alobama," called ,the secretary, 
but he got no further. Alabama yield- 
ed to New Yoik, and after a long 
delay William A. Prondergast was 
brought from the lunch room and In- 
troduced to make the speech putting 
Theodore Roosovclt In nomination. 
The- comptroller of New York spoke 
with great eioquenco and his eulogla- 
Uc description of the candidate was 
th« uUsnal for prolonged applause. 



Seconding speeches camo thick and 
fast, the befit being mado by Mlas 
Addamd, Judge Ben Llndsey of Den- 
ver nnd Henry Allen of Kansas. Miss 
Addams wns accorded a genuine ova- 
tion and at tho conclusion of her tnlk 
was given a big "Votes for Women" 
banner, with which' she marched 
around tho hall. Tho nomination of 
Colonel Roosevelt was then made 
unanimous by acclnmntlon. 

Johnson for Second Place, 

There had been a good naturcd 
contest for second place on tho ticket 
between tho friends of Governor 
Johnson of California and those of 
Judge Llndsey of Denver. Mr. 
Roosevelt had declared his preference 
for Johnflon anjl so the Colorado dele- 
gates withdrew their man. Judge 
Parker of Louisiana, who himself had 
boon prominently mentioned for tho 
pjace, placed the Callforhlan In nomin- 
ation and ho and every seconder wore 
lavish In their praise of him as a tried 
nnd triumphant champion , of the peo- 
ple. Tho nomination was made by 
acclamation. 

Now camo tho grand climax of tho 
convention. The chair had announced 
that the nominees would appear on 
tho platform and accept the honor 
conferred on them. Tho notification 
committees retired and soon re- 
turned, escorting Messrs. Roosevelt 
and Johnson, and tho entire body of 
delegations and , guests rose with a 
mighty roor. As the leaders stood 
aldo by side a big flag was unfurled 
from tho rafters, and when ho could 
make himself hoard. Senator Beve- 
rldgo announced that then was un- 
furled for tho first time the flag bear- 
ing the 48 Btara In the now and au- 
thorized arrangement 

"Of course I will accept the nom- 
ination," Bald tho colonel, when he 
was given a chance to speak, and 
after giving assurance of his heart- 
felt devotion to tho cause he said 
some mighty nice things about Gov- 
ernor Johnson. The governor re- 
sponded In kind, declaring that he 
would rather go down to defeat with 
Roosevelt than to win a victory with 
any other man In the world. While 
he spoke the Callfornlans distributed 
dodgers bearing these words:

Bang went the gavel for tho last 
time, and the first national convention 
of the Progressive party was a part 
of the political history, of the United 
States. 

Some Amusing Incidents. 

The convention was not without Its 
funny features. The band provided 
the crowd with several good laughs. 
Once Chairman Beverldge megaphoned 
the leader to play "The Battle Hymn 
of the Repub'llc" and the musicians 
played the "Battle Cry ''of Freedom" 
all through. Again, on the last day 
the dolegotes were cheering Mrs. 
Roosevelt and the band rendered *'0h, 
You Great Big Beautiful Doll" with 
great eclat 

The Illinois delegation marched in 
onco carrying on a long pole the hat 
Frank Funk, the Progressive candi- 
date for governor, used to Wear, and 
it remained a^ a feature of the Illt- 
nolB section. • • 

Mrs. W. A. Davis, the handsome 
young Chicago wbman who led the 
great Hadloy-Roosovelt demonetratlon 
In the Republican convention, was In 
the audience Tuesday when the col- 
onel was being cheered. Some one 
found her and led her to the front, but 
she "couldn't camo back;" the furore 
was waning, and after shaking Mr. 
Roooevelt'B hand, she retired grace- 
fully. 

The bull mooso and tho 'bandanna 
were close rivals in the convention, 
and indeed most of those present wore 
both. The red handkerchiefs added 
brilliancy to the scene. Tho colonel 
himself carried one and used It to 
wipe his dripping brow and bis mist- 
covered eyeglasses. Both the ban- 
danna and the moose are now accept- 
«d vmblemB of the now party. 



Chicago. — The platform of tho Pro- 
gresBlve party, as adopted by the con- 
vention, had been trimmed down to 
less than one-third of Its original 
length as a result of the all night ses- 
sion. It started out as a document of 
9,000 words and when it emerged It 
was reduced to between 2,000 and 
S.OOO.

In considering tho possibilities of 
Improving crop production In this 
county, comparisons often have been 
made In recent years of tho wheat 
yields of our country as compared 
with those of European countries. For 
example, tho average production of 
wheat in the United States Is 14 bush- 
els to tho acre; that of Germany Is 
29 bushels. It Is to be recognized, of 
course, that a largo share of this In- 
creased production must bo assigned 
to the attention given to tho fertility 
of the soil.. 

It appears,. however, particularly In 
tho last few years, that aside from 
tho caro which has been given to tho 
matter of Improved soli conditions, an- 
other force of tremendous Influence 
has been operating to produce that 
effect, and this Is tho close attention 
that la being paid to the matter of 
seed Improvement. Great stress Is 
laid upon tho Importance of testing 
different strains and varieties of the 
various form crops with tho object 
of finding those best adapted to the 
many different localities. In addition 
to this work much attention Is given 
to crop Improvement through system- 
atic breeding. A report has quite re- 
cently appeared In which the state- 
ment Is made that there are in Ger- 
many 46 breeders of rye, 84 breeders 
of wheat. 65 breeders of barley, 53 
breeders of oats, and so on. This 
serve's to show tho Importance attach- 
ed to this lino of endeavor and to In- 
dicate one of tho sources of success 
In producing big crop yields In Ger- 
many. 

In this country very little attention 
has been given to the systematic 
breeding of small grains. We have 
come in recent years to attach con- 
siderable importance to tho breeding 
of corn, so that now almost every far- 
mer not only carefully considers tho 
variety which he will plant, but also 
critically examines each Individual 
ear which Is to furnish seed for his 
fields. Where Is the progressive far- 
mer these days who would think of 
going to' tlie bin or to the elevator and 
scooping up a lot of shelled com for 
planting his field? Instead of this 
scoop-shovel method ho demands that 
his seed corn bo delivered to him la 
the ear, because he has come to rcal- 
Ue the Importance of taking into ac- 
count the Individuality of the ear. 

But this same farmer who insists 
on handling his seed corn ear by ear 
Is willing to go to the bin and use his 
scoop-shovel In selecting his seed 
wheat. Now, as a matter of fact. 
there is Just tho same reason why 
wheat and oats should be selected and 
sold In the head. as there Is for seed 
corn to bo sold In tbe ear. And there 
Is Just as much Importance In testing 
the heads of wheat and oats separate- 
ly for their productivity oa there Is in 
testing ears of com in separate breed- 
ing row&. Tbo eamo principles of 
heredity operate in wheat and oats as 
In corn, and characteflstlcs of Indl- 
Tlduals are . transmitted to their pro- 
geny just as surely In one plant as In 
the other. 

Each wheat plant possesses Its own 
Individuality and Its characters are 
transmitted to Its progeny In accord- 
ance lylth the definite laws of hered- 
ity. Occasionally — porhaps one In 
many million plants— ^there occurs a 
very outstanding Individual, the same 
as once' In a while there arises a 
Shakespeare or an Edison In tl)o hu- 
man race. It Is the buslnesa of the 
plant breeder to .seek put these excop* 
tlonal Individuals to test the fransmls^ 
slon of their remarkable properties, 
and If found Inheritable, to propagate 
such strains. . 

If we were to trace tho history of 
many of our most valuable stralna of 
cereals, we would find that.tboy em- 
anate from, some such exceptional In- 
dividual plants. For . example, In 
wheat, the Dawson's Golden Chaff var 
rlety Is said to have arisen from a sin- 
gle pliant discovered by Mr. Dawson 
In walking through his fields and no- 
tlclnif the thrifty vigorous growth, of 
thill original plant as compared with 
its neighbors. Seed from thiq, r»* 
markahlo plant was saved and Its pro- 
geny multiplied until now th* Daw- 
son's Golden Chaff has become one of 
the beat known and most widely 



grown varieties of wheat In America. 
Since wheat and oats aro by nature 
self-fertilized plants, their breeding Is 
comparatively simple, for It Is. thus 
possible to grow aide by sido many 
different strains In comparison. The 
method consists In go'lng Into the 
fields nt about harvest time and se- 
lecting a large number of tho moat 
promising heads as one Is able to 
Judge them In passing along. These 
heads may owe their superiority eith- 
er to Inherent tendencies which will 
appear in their progeny or to some ad- 
antago In their environmental situa- 
tion, in which latter case their excel- 
lence Is not necessarily transmitted 
to the next generation. The breeding 
plot serves to sift out the valuable 
strains. In this breeding plot each 
head Is planted In a row and Its' pro- 
geny compared under the moat uni- 
form conditions attainable. The moat 
productive strains aro selected for 
further propagation, and after a suJIl- 
clent number of years of testing and 
multiplying, those strains which exhib- 
it Inherent worth luay bo put out aa 
new and Improved varieties. 

A bulletin of tha Nebraska station 
has Just appeared reporting the work 
of Improvement of wheat along this 
line. Three new strains of Turkey 
Red were distributed among several 
farmers, and as an average result 
there was an Improvement amounting 
to four bushels to the aero as com- 
pared with the yields of theao rfar- 
mers* own varieties. Last year, ac- 
cording to the report of the Illlhols 
state board of agriculture, the aver- 
age profit per acre of wheat In Illinois 
amounted to $3.89. Therefore, if wo 
were to apply this Improvement ob- 
tained by the Nebraska station to ev- 
ery acre of Illinois wheat, we would 
have doubled the profit of production. 

Some Shade Trees, 
Tho American elm stands foremost 
among ornamental trees. It la the 
most useful tree for street and lawn 
planting. The maples are almost as 
popular as the elms. The bard ma- 
plea are tho ones to select, either the 
sugar raaplo or the Norway maple. 
The ashes are excellent trees for gen- 
eral use, tho whito or bluo ash being 
most, suitable. The oaks aro especial- 
ly attractive, but have not been gen; 
orally planted because they are slow 
growers. Tho pin oak and scarlet oak 
are rather rapid growers, and are 
very desirable for street trees. Lin- 
dens are splendid trees for street or 
lawn planting, tho American llndan 
being especially desirable.

Her admiration for tho writer mado 
her try very hard to appreclato his 
fun; and aho thought she did bo; yet 
mirth seemed always as alien to her 
tongue as a red rosette pinned upon 
her dove-gray shoulder-shawl would 
have boon to her costume.

"Tho vcraoa are harmless, and I 
perceive they are Intended to bo 
diverting; but they do not divert me. 
Gertrude, and I do not think they 
really divert thee. Be honest with 
thyself; If thee read them and did not 
3£now thy cousin Qreonleaf wroto 
them, would theb not consider them 
extremely silly? Theo knows I mean 
no affront, and greatly admire thy 
cousin Orcenlcaf. Surely ho la a 
great poet; but a great poet may some- 
times wrlte'such silly Muff. And sure- 
ly this time thy cousin has dOAs It.

She reflected — on tho necessity of 
caro In selecting nn audlenee for a 
joke.— Youth's Companion.

Famous Stockbridge Indians Are to Go West 



DECIDING to abandon their tribal 
form of government and adopt the 
white man's way of doing things, tho 
remnant of tho Stockbridge trlbo of 
Indians, numbering GOO men, women 
and children, will shortly become 
citizens of Wisconsin and cense to be 
under tho supervision and guardian- 
Bhip of the federal government 

Tho Stockbridge Indians will havo 
a wholo township to themselves, cast 
of Lake Winnebago, and other land 
that tho government Intends giving 
them. Already they aro planning the 
organization of a town government 
and they' havo written to various fed- 
eral and fltato.ofllcIalB about the state 
for Information respecting civil gov- 
ernment, parliamentary practice and 
whatever else may bo useful to them 
In solving the problems beforo them. 

Originally tho Stct^kbrldgo Indians 
were n part of the Mohican confeder- 
acy and were known under the name 
of Housatonlc. When tho pilgrim 
fathers. landed at Plymouth Rock, the, 
Btockbrldges occupied part of tho 
Iloueatonlc valloy at Berkshtro Hills, 
Moss. Soon after the famous mls- 
Blonary, Sergeant went to work among 
them they were, collected on a tract 
reserved by tho English government 

The French and Indian war» which 
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For Many Yeara the Historic Building 
Has Been Cracking, Bulging and 
Settling, Threatening to Col- 
lapse Completely, 

Lon(fon. — After a period of eight 
centuries, Winchester cathedral now 
rests on a Bolld and Immovable foun- 
dation, saved from threatened ruin. 
Almost every day In the last few yeara 
tho movements of a diver In regula- 
tion dresB hnvo been watched with cu- 
rious interest as he entered or emerg- 
ed from tho water beneath the founda- 
tions of the cathedral. Ho was at 
work helping to save from ruin ono of 
England's noblest historic buildings, 
and tho successful Issue of tho under- 
taking has been celebrated hy a 
thanksgiving service In tho cathedral. 

For several years tho dean and chap* 
tor of Winchester had been watching 
ominous signs, such as cracks, bulg- 
Ings and settlements, sure harbingers 
of a collapso of tho cathedral. Prom 
tho interior daylight could ho seen 
through tho cracks; the latter grow 
over wider and wider. The walla on 
tho south side and tho Norman tran- 
Bopts, unequaled for their majestic 
Bimplicity, were riven in all directions. 

Tho massive masonry of the Norman 
builders had from the beginning 
proved too ponderous for tho watery, 
compressible soil which forms tho 
foundation. 

Tho first hole dug into tho founda- 
tions revealed the cause of tho whole 
trouble — water — and acting on expert 
advice, holes were dujg in sections 
through the top soil and chalk and far 
through tho peat Then it was tho 
work of tho diver in his usual diving 
dreas to enter the hole, remove further 
layers of pent ao as to allow the water 
to rise Into the cavity, and then to lay 
a flooring of cement to prevent tho wa- 
ter from sinking back Into tho gravel, 
After tho imprisoned water had been 
removed hy pumping the cavity waa 
flllod up with hrlckwork In cement 
This extended from the floor laid by 



broke out In 1754, marked the begin- 
ning of the decline of the Stock- 
bridges. They aided with tho French 
and thua aroused the ire of many oth- 
er Indian tribes. At tho close of the 
war they were forced to move, partly 
because tho war had reduced their 
mimbera and partly because the New 
Englandcrs desired they should leave 
that community.

iTWi PARK 



THREE years ago congress 'passed 
a law setting aside a tract of 1.- 
675 square miles In northwestern Mon- 
tana of the wildest country on this 
continent to bo kept as a national 
pork and playground and game pre- 
serve. The park has now Just been 
opened for tho seaBon, and It will re- 
main open for visitors until October 
15. For eight months of the year it 
is practically inaccessible,' as snow 
hlocka tho mountain pasBes, There 
ore 08 yet but few roads, and tourists 
havo to do most of their traveling on 
horseback over rude trails. 

Glacier National park Is. so named 
from the fact that within its borders 
there are upwards of Blxty living 
glaciers. These glaciers feed numer> 



ou streams which go plunging through 
gorges of the wildest grandeur. There 
are nearly 300 lakes, tho largest of 
which is Lake McDonald, covering 
over ten square miles and being over 
3,000 feet above sea level. Mount 
Cleveland Is tho highest mountain — 
10,435 feet — but there are scores of 
other peaks of huge size, many of 
which are very grotesque in shape. 
One of the most curious Is a great 
cliff which has been dubbed "Heaven's 
Fold." -Here the strata of rock fo^ 
matlon have been doubled and crush- 
ed in a very striking way. and the 
height from tho valley is over 200 feet 
White goats are numerous in tho re- 
gion. They hav^ worn trails around 
cliffs which rise vortlcally from the 
valleys, and they tread these, precarl* 
ous paths with apparently no Idea of 
fear. Travelers who like to try their 
mountaln-cUmblng abilities will have 
plenty of work beforo them hero. It 
will take years to explore the wholo 
region, and every party that goes 
through reports Interesting new dis- 
cdvorles.
